This is a decision in response to the petition under 37 CFR § 1.181 requesting the withdrawal of 
the holding of abandonment filed November 15, 2004. 

The petition is GRANTED .

The associate power of attorney becomes effective on the date of RECEIPT in the Office (not on 
the date of ACCEPTANCE).
